Not all farmers are out of
hay by any means but many are not overly eager to sale any hay espe-
cially if it is good quality and worth carrying over. There is hay that
can be found and bought but in many cases the hay being offered is
lower quality. Hay movement is light to moderate. Hay supplies are
light to moderate, demand is moderate and prices are firm to higher.
